must bear in mind that the entire 
lung is surrounded by the pleura 
which is a membrane attached to 
the outer side of the lung. It 
folds back on itself and the other 
side is attached to the inner side 
of the chest wall. The chest wall 
is larger than the iung and the 
pleural sac allows expansion and 
contraction of the lung. 

In performing a pneumothorax 
‘mir is injected into this pleural 
cavity, more or less depending. on 
the surgeon’s desirc to collapse 
al] of the lung or only a small 
part... 

Jf the pleural cavity is filled 
that Jung collapses, because it 
does not have room to expand, 
and on that account is at abso- 
lute rest. Generally the cavity is 
only partly filled, because com- 
plete eollapse may cause too much 
disturbance of the heart. 

When it becomes necessary to 
fili the entire cavity it is done by 
easy stages. This air is usually 
absorbed by the blood stream and
